To be- 
gin the lumbering operations It will 
be necessary to build about 80 milts 
of main line railway, besides tap lines, 
which will open for settlement an ag- 
ricultural country with area of 10,000 
square miles.

«d, the terms are such that the suc- 
cession of Ita flylvan posterity Is se- 
cure. Though the timber now offered 
for sale by the Forest Service Is suf-

visiting Russia in search of bargains 
hat the nearb bordering cities are 
being drained of stones for the Rus- 
sian market, according to dealers 
lere. 
Merchants have been active 


'or month* in 
Bucharest, 
Vienna. 
Riga, Warsaw, and even Berlin, and 
other cities, buying up the cheaper 
cut etones. By Ingenious ways these 
diamonds—If osme of them can be 
called diamonds—are sent to Mos- 
cow, and there put on the market. 
Russian diamonds have been ex- 
tensively advertised in Europe and 
he United States. Owing to mifor- 
tune many wealthy families, when 
reverses came, »old their Jewels at 
>ricea far less than they were worth 
3ut time ha* brought about a change 
n conditions. There were many dia- 
mond bargain* In Russia in the early 
days of the revolution and the hard 
time* which 
followed. This 
quite 


naturally attracted the attention of 
'oreigners. and for years etery visit- 
or to Russia went with the hope of 
hiding a nice "pick up" or two for 
himself or his wife, or for specula- 
ion. Merchants too came Jn droves 
\M a consequence most of the better 
diamonds, rubies and other precious 
atones gradually nassed into foreign 
lands, and on out of the country. 
Merchants contend that there are 


probably more yellow and specked 
diamonds in Moscow today than in 
any other city In Europe. And many 
of these, through speculators, came 
from the outside especially for the 
'"trade". 
Eventually through bar- 
gain-hunting foreigners, these stones 
will be taken out of the country 
ain at $150 or $300 a carat when

COAL ECONOMY 
NEEDED^ HOME 


WASHINGTON, 
sept. 
8.—while 
•verage household heating plan is re- 
liable, to far as the factor of safety is 
concerned, this is not always true in 
•oonomf. says the Bureau ot Engi- 
neering of the department of the In- 
terior, and in view of a possible coal 
thortage thia winter, the householder 
will have to be very economical In 
1U use. 
The engineering bureau has1 com- 
piled a few facts on coal and its use, 
to aid the public until coal returns to 
normal production. The main point 
of the bureau papers is the need for 
economy In burning coal. 
It has been stated by .good author- 
ity, the paper said, that 25 per cent. 
of the coal v/asted in home heating 
can be saved. 
The main point in 
economy is cleanliness of the plant as 
an insulator against transfer- 
heat and must be kept out of 


(-furnace and pipes. 
- - 
Soft -coal demands greater care in 
firing. 
In putting in fresh coal, it 
should not cover all the burning sur- 
face. Ij it doesT'the gases driven off 
' are not Ignited and escape 
If the 


ihfrpe of the firebox permits fresh coal 
•should be placed over the front of the 
fire near the door, then aa the gases 
are driven off, they are ignited over 
the bright rear surface and add to the 
heat. Later, the cok-jd coal -Is push- 
ed to the back of the surface and 
fresh Coal again applied to the front. 
In the case of round heaters, it was 
said, spread the coal on the lower 
oi*a r..- * i^ri thf safe? will he con- 
•umed by the heat on the other. The 


grates should be left in a flat position, 
no part protiuding into the fire, thp 
department says, the ash pit should 
be kept clean as asbee cut off the air 
supply, which may cause the grates 
to warp or burn oue. A bed of ashes 
ehould be kept on top of the grates 
to prevent burning out, reducing it in 
sice as the weather grows colder, and 
ehould never be shaken until live 
coal* fall out: There should be a 
check draft-damper In the smoke pipe 
of hot air. steam or hot water heating 
plants or kltchett ranges, beside the 
turn damper, to control the radiators 
at which th« fuel burns it to Increase 
draft.
